The year 1988 is the 100th anniversary of 
the election of the first woman, Louise 
Bethune FAIA, to membership in the 
American Institute of Architects (AIA). In 
honor of this Centennial, the BSA Women 
in Architecture Committee is organizing a 
comprehensive program of exhibits and 
events for the late fall. 


The Centennial is a milestone in the 
history of American architecture. In order 
to create a memorable celebration of the 
Centennial in Boston, the Committee re- 
quests the support of the community to 
help raise $25,000 for the Boston events.

ASR hosts “‘new

Contributions continue 
to strengthen Foundation 


On Tuesday, October 4 at 12:30 p.m., the 
BSA’s Architects for Social Responsibility 
Task Force will host a New Members 
lunch at the BSA.

We 
need people to work on it (and it’s a lot of 
fun). We'll talk about the First Night proj- 
ect some more at the October 4 session. 


Another project we have been working on 
is the development of an idea called The 
Peace Necklace. On May 25 at the Boston 
Public Library, ASR presented “The 
Geometry of Peace: A Peace Necklace for 
Boston” as part of the events for the Save 
Life on Earth exhibit there. It was our first 
presentation around the building of a 
strategy for Boston. 


The first step in this strategy is to 
recognize places that already exist in our 
city that have peace as their focus. We 
suggest that we connect these places in a 
conceptual Peace Necklace for Boston. 
The second step is to add new beads to 
the Necklace. Architects, landscape archi- 
tects, planners, designers, citizens could 
offer their individual talents to build on the 
necklace. This may be done with any 
ongoing projects or new proposals both 
interior and exterior. Projects could in- 
clude a library, a high school, a plaza, a 
park, a lobby in a hospital or office 
building.

Concepts and 


misconceptions about CADD 


(or, The Tao of 
CADD Management) 


If the CADD Manager truly has both 
responsibility and authority to make 
CADD an effective force in your office, her 
greatest challenge will be in choosing the 
people to make it work. These people will 
include both the designers on the system 
and the project managers who will be 
using CADD on their projects. We have 
reviewed the proclivities to look for in 
these people in an earlier article in this 
series. 


The next greatest challenge is in the 
selection of work and projects for CADD. 
These selections are up to the CADD 
Manager, the Principals, the Project 
Managers and the Project Architects. The 
choices should be based upon the goals 
of the firm established earlier. 


When work should go on CADD 
These guidelines for selection are listed in 
my own order of importance. Use CADD: 


¢ When it will allow this job to go 
FASTER. 


¢ When it will allow this job to go 
BETTER. 


¢ When it will allow FUTURE jobs to go 
faster. 


e When your client insists, and you’ve 
budgeted for it and can't possibly talk 
the client out of it. 


CADD is great for drawing schedules. 
Don’t underestimate its capacity to draw 
grids quickly. But never plot out that grid 
more than once! If you'll use the same 
schedule type again, have it photo- 
reproduced from the original before you 
fill in the text. 


For Corbu’s sake, don't try to fill in the 
schedule’s text with CADD. Unless your 
programmer has worked out a whiz-bang 
program to automate it for each schedule 
type, you'll find that most CADD programs 
are lousy word-processors. You'll probably 
find it most productive to fill in the 
schedules by hand. 


If there is a drawing pattern that will be 
used more than once, and it can’t easily 
be done photographically, it’s a candidate 
for CADD. For example: Are there repeti- 
tive elements in your elevations? ... 
Would you be drawing the toilet plans or 
stairs more than two times (%” plans, and 
on each floor plan)? ... Will you be using 
the same toilet configuration on other 
projects? ... Will you be re-drawing partial 
floor plans as condo documents or room- 
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layout plans? Any of these are perfect ap- 
plications for CADD. 


Were you going to have a rendering made 
from your floor plans and elevations? | bet 
your renderers will charge less if you fur- 
nish them with a wire-frame perspective 
showing them the precise view you want 
...and you already have the elevations on 
the CADD. If you have 3-D capabilities, 
you just have to move them around. Don't 
get too detailed, though. It will take a lot 
of time to fill in all the gritty details three- 
dimensionally; better to sketch over the 
wire frame by hand. 


When work shouldn’t go on CADD 
When it can be done with the assistance 
of the Xerox machine or the reproduction 
house, don’t bother with CADD. 


If standard details are really standard and 
don’t change, use sticky-backs from Mylar 
originals — don’t bother putting them on 
CADD. They take longer to plot than they 
do to Xerox and might otherwise tie up a 
valuable system. If you insist on putting 
them on CADD for neatness, plot the 
originals and then “sticky-back” from 
them instead of plotting them each time. 


If they're not rea/ly standard details and 
vary in some way from job to job, consider 
what aspects make it dissimilar on each 
project and try to account for it on a 
single Mylar original (label one dimension 
‘varies’ or have such specifics filled in by 
hand on a standardized detail). Dozens of 
options that look nearly identical will not 
help project management and production. 
Again, put them on 8x10 Mylar if possible. 
Before you do put details on the CADD, 
make sure you have some real good 
reasons for doing it. 


When the CADD is too backed-up with 
other things, don’t schedule more work for 
it. Assign priorities intelligently ... CADD 
is a limited resource. When you don’t have 
enough machines or trained designers to 
meet the schedule, put only the most ap- 
propriate portions of a project on the 
CADD. 


Other common pitfalls to avoid 

What level of detail should be expected 
from CADD? If you want to improve the 
speed of production, don’t try to make 
your CADD drawings more detailed than 
your hand drawings. One of the most 
common CADD management errors is try- 
ing to make CADD work more detailed 
than it has to be. Keep the scale of the 


output in mind. If your detail is too small 
to be noticed on the output, don’t bother. 
Also, even though it’s easy to make redun- 
dant information with CADD, it’s still as 
useless and dangerous an exercise as it 
is with hand drawings. 


Don’t ‘red-mark’ items on a CADD drawing 
that you wouldn’t bother changing on a 
hand drawing. You only want efficiency, 
not unnoticed flawlessness — perfection 
is impossible. In addition, you didn’t 
budget the time for perfection, remember? 


Try to track the success of different 
managment approaches on different proj- 
ect types to help perfect your office’s 
decision-making techniques. 


Final words

Ethics, architects 
and telephones 


Codes, codes, codes 


Reader's question: Recently I've been see- 
ing a telephone company television com- 
mercial with a story line depicting an older 
architect who is undermined by a younger 
associate. Apparently, as the story goes, 
the older man will not compromise his 
principles to mollify a client, and the 
younger man goes behind his older col- 
league’s back to keep the firm in the run- 
ning for the job. I'm appalled by the tone 
and content of this commercial and the 
slur that it casts on the architectural pro- 
fession. I'd like your opinion on this. 
H.K.T., Cambridge 


The architectural community of New 
England was shocked and angered by 
that commercial and the way it portrayed 
our profession. The inherent ageism and 
questionable business ethics are neither 
acceptable nor common occurrences in 
the practice of architecture. The Boston 
Society of Architects received numerous 
complaints expressing sentiments similar 
to yours. 


The commercial, according to the agency 
that created it, is a part of a “dramatic” 
new ad campaign that has been put 
together for New England Telephone. 
Ostensibly, the purpose of the campaign 
is to demonstrate the telephone’s use in 
“real-world business situations, solving 
real-world problems.” The’ particular com- 
mercial to which you are referring was the 
initial spot in a series of six commercials 
using the architectural profession as con- 
text. 


Architecture was selected because the ad 
agency perceived the architectural profes- 
sion to be in the midst of major techno- 
logical change. Telephones, and telephone 
technology such as the “fax” machine, 
therefore, would be supportive and 
beneficial to such an industry. The plot 
line that was developed to get this 
message across involves principals in an 
architectural firm in a “dramatic” confron- 
tation that is ultimately resolved on a 
positive note, all the while using telephone 
technology as a tool of resolution! 


Without the context of a continuing story 
line, the commercial is negative and 
curiously offensive to architecture. In the 
context of a “mini-series” format, the 
initial impression is overcome and good 
feelings (and architecture) triumph. The of- 
fending commercial has been modified 
with a “to be continued ...” tag line and 
the second in the series was released 
earlier than planned in order to resolve the 


issue of context. The great conflict be- 
tween the telephone company and the 
architectural community thus slips into 
the annals of historic tempests.

NCARB and California 
agree to settle dispute 


The National Council of Architectural 
Registration Boards (NCARB) Board of 
Directors and members of the California 
Board of Architectural Examiners signed 
an agreement in June that both organiza- 
tions anticipate will lead to the settlement 
of their disputes. 


Of greatest significance to both practicing 
architects and candidates for the national 
licensing examination is the two parties’ 
concurrence that California will return to 
the use of the NCARB-prepared Architect 
Registration Examination (A.R.E.) in 1990. 
California's willingness to administer the 
A.R.E. once again is expected to remove 
the foremost impediment to reciprocal 
registration between California and 
NCARB’s 54 other member boards. 


In related news, George B. Terrien, 
founder and principal in the Portland, 
Maine firm of Terrien Architects, has been 
elected president of NCARB.

Massachusetts architects interested in 
serving on the Board of Registration of 
Architects are now being considered for 
1988 nomination by the MCAIA. The Board 
is the public body appointed by the Gover- 
nor to implement and revise (as neces- 
sary) Massachusetts’ licensing laws ap- 
plicable to architects.
